Mullcr started down Ilroadway toward
Twcnty-thlr- d street with them and was
In tho middle of the block when the
spokesman for the trio suddenly grabbed
the big night stick hanging from the
policeman's shield and smashed Mnller
across the face, breaking his nose and
blinding him In one eye. At the same
lime another man seized him by the col-

The third man leaped
upon Mullcr's back.

Mullcr shook off two of the men and
lunging forward caught the club before
It could descend attain. Then the trio
ran, the spokesman fleeing across the
plaza In front of the Flatlron nutldlng.
Mnller drew his revolver and brought tho
fugitive down with n bullet In the thigh.
Then he daggered up to him and sat on
him, faint from tho pain of his own
wound.
